Matting pictures 
is an art in Itself

Next time you see a work of art, 
stop a minute and take a look at the 
mat that surrounds it. Chances are it 
won’t be anything special — unless 
you happened to set your eyes on one 
of Fran Whitcomb’s creations. 

Whitcomb, who works through 
the Sherwood Collection Art Gallery, 
4451 N. Oakland Ave, Shorewood, 
has revived the old art of French 
Matting. The process, most popular 
in the late 19th century, involved 
painting watercolor lines and bands 
on the mat around a picture. Often 
the same pattern was repeated for 
many works. 

In Whitcomb’s version of the proc- 
ess, copyrighted ‘French Mat Origi- 
nals,” each mat is custom designed to 
complement the artwork it will sur- 
round. She often brings a pattern or 
color out of the picture and incorpo- 
rates it into the border. Sometimes 
this will involve copying a specific 
design, such as a leaf, from the pic- 
ture. 

Whitcomb is particularly con- 
cerned that her custom pastel mats 
enhance, but don’t compete with, the

art. “You have to be careful even 
though you’re embellishing the art- 
work that you don’t overwhelm it,” 
she cautioned. 

Trained as a commercial artist, 
Whitcomb was first attracted to dec- 
orative mats through her conserva- 
tion work in framing galleries. Con- 
servation framing helps preserve 
artwork by using materials such as 
acid-free rag board. Over time, the 
chemicals in regular mat board will 
discolor paper that comes in contact 
with it. 

The problem with the special rag 
board is that color choice is limited. 
“I kept having customers ask for a 
color in a rag mat, but the color sim- 
ply wasn’t available. What could I 
do? They say you find a need and fill 
it,” Whitcomb said. 


She no longer has any difficulty 
when someone requests a color that 
is not available in acid-free rag 
board. She can now offer conserva- 
tion framing in a limitless number of 
shades, either by coloring the mat 
solid or by creating a vivid design. As 
an added bonus, she says her decora- 
tive mats “just make the work a little 
more special.”
